BY THE SMOKE THAT RUSHED UP 
THE HALLWAY. 


NINE LIVES LOST AT A NEW YORK FIRE 


A Restaurant on the Ground Floor of a Large 
Tenement Takes Fire—Persons Sleeping 
Overhead Smothered and Burned. 


New Yorx, August 19.—Early this morning 
fire broke out in the kitchen of the restaurant 
on the store floor of a big five-story tenement 
at 205 Seventh avenue. Nine of the sixty-odd 
occupants of the house lost their lives, and it 
is a great wonder that many more did not 
perish. The dead are: 

WILLIAM (LENNON, 0 years, burned to death. 

NELL!£ MCGLOGHAN, 2 years, smothered, 

MALY WELLS, 21 years. smothered. 

JAE WELLS, 4 years, smothered. 

TITOMAS WELLS, 2 years, smother. d. 

BERTHA JUSTIG, 40 y- ers, burned to death. 

WILLIAM MOKEE, 47) years, burned to death, 

JANE JEFFREY, 65 years, saothered. 

AN UNKNOWN WOMANS, 45 years, smothered. 

The list of injured is: William Glennon, 18 
years, badly; John Glennon, badly burned 
and injured. 

The building was occupied by thirteen fami- 
lies, who have been made temporarily home- 
less by the fire. The flames did not do much 
damage in the various departments, but burned 
out their strength in the hallways. The po- 
cuniary loss will not amount to more than 
€10,000. The fire originated in the rear of John 
Snyder’s restaurant, atan hour when all the 
people in the house were sleeping soundly. 

Just how the fire started is as yet a mystery, 
but as the restaurant cook is missing it is fair 
to presume that the accident occurred while he 
was making a fire inthe bigrange. Theawful 
speed with which the flames swept up through 
the building 

SUC GESTS THE USE OF KEROSENE 
by the cook. The door leading from the kitchen 
to the hallway was found epen and a great voi- 
ume of fire rolled out into the passage and 
swept up the stairways so rapidly that families 
living ou the first floor must inevitably have 
perished, without even so much as a warning, 
but itso happeued that the rooms directly 
over the restaurant were unoccupied, on ac- 
count of the heat which seemed to sift through 
the flooring from the range undorneath. 

Less than half a block away on the corner 
of 23th strect and the avenue stood Policemen 
Warner and McCullagh of the thirtieth street 
gsiation. They received warning from a cry 
of pain which came from the building, and 
looking ip the direction whence it came, saw 
a wall of fire beating against the tront win- 
dows of the restaurant. By the time that they 
realized what the trouble was, a forked tongue 
of flame shot out from the roof and iightcd up 
the neighborhood. With their clubs the tw 
officers beat in the front door, but the spiteful 
blaze shot out and drove them back. They 
tried the next door and in that way found an 
enirance. There were signs of life in the 
building and the officers hurried from one 
room to another, rapping on the doors with 
their clubs and calling to the inmates to 

FLY FOR THEIR LIVES. 

Murmurinugs at tirst were heard, then the 
buzz of many voices which tally changed 
intoa wail of terrore and agony from the 
women and children struggling for their lives 
iu the death trap. Fire escapes leading from 
the burning building to the as yet untouched 
tenement the next deor were specdily filled up 
with half-naked people. In the meantime 
alarms had been sent out and the fire depart- 
ment was soon at work on the flames and as 
sisting the frightened inmates, | 

The flames were extinguished easily enough 
by the firemen and ajl people on fire escapes 
were sately landed. Not ope person escaped 
down the stairway, and the names of the few 
who tried it are found in the list of the dead 
2s given above. Assoon as possible search 
for the dead began. The first body found was 

hatofeld William Glennen. His remains 
were discovered by the side of a bed 
in iis room on the second floor. He had risen 
to ily with hissons, but his old legs were not 
nimble enough and he perished. The boys 
were taken to the hospital. They were burned 
on the feet, caused by walking on the hot iron 
bars by the fire escape. In the roomsof Wells’s 
fainily was asight which cannot easily be for- 
gotten. In the middle of the floor knelt 
Mother Mary Welis, and in her dead embrace 
were her children, Janeand Thomas. ‘They 
had been smothered, and not a burn or blister 
defaced the pallor of their countenances, ‘The 
nine dead bodies were placed in ambulances 
and taken to the Thirtieth street station. 
Coroner Hanley gave friends periits for the 
removal cf the dead. 

A CHESTNUTS FOURTH ANNUAL TOUR.

Cuicaco, August 19.—At Sheffield park 
yesterday an Italian peddler of toy balloous at- 
tempted to serve two purchasers at once and 
doing so jet gohis string of bright-colored 
globes. The cord got twisted about the left 
arm of two-year-old Sophie Schwab, and the 
buoyant rubber bubdbies started heavenward, 
taking her along. Her mother fainted. The 
bystanders stood horror--stricken as the bal- 
loons swept close to a tree,and the infant 
grasped a handful of twigs and checked her 
flight. A young German was ascending the 
tree inan instunt and then crept out ona 
branch nearest the child. At this moment 
Sophie’s strength gave out and the balloons 
suddenly released went again upward at least 
100 feet, drifting then out over the lake. 
Gust Koch, a sharpshooter, grabbed a repeat- 
ing tifle, hurriedly jumped into a skiff with 
twocompanions and puiled out into range. 
Koch succeeded in piercing several of the bal- 
loons, each successiul shot helping the bunch 
o dés cend. Before it finally reached the water 
a boat was at the spot, and little Sophie did not 
even get her fect wei.

SULLIVAN IN NEW YORK. 


He Says That Judge Terrill's Charge Con- 
 wieted Mim. 

New York, August 19.—John L. Sullivan 
arrived at 8 o’clock tonight, accompanied only 
by Matthew Clune, proprietor of the Vander- 
bilt hotel. He was met by his backers and the 
Portchester band. At the Vanderbilt hotel a 
crowd awaited him, eager to shake hands, but 
he cleared the sidewalk with a jump and ran 
upstairs. Being interviewed, he said: 

“Boys, I am very tired, but I never felt: in 
betier condition in my life. I had an ovation 
atevery stationon my route from the sonth, 
and at Cincinnati, Pittsburg and Philadelphia 
an immense crowd greeted me, and others 
filled the carand insisted on shaking hands 
with me.”’ 

THE JUDGE WAS AGAINST HIM. 

“What is your opinion of the verdict, John?” 

“Judge Terrill in charging the jury,” said 
Sullivan, with a show of bitterness, ‘‘brought 
out every point it was possible to use against 
me, and the moment the charge was delivered 
I knew there could be no other verdict. Al- 
most without exception the people sought to 
favor me, and 1 was constantly in receipt of 
encouraging lettersfrom men in the highest 
social and business circles, who understood that 
I had no intention of violating the laws 
of the state of Miississippi. I hope that when 
my case is tried by the supreme court the 
decision of the lower court will be reversed, 
as I dread imprisonment, and wouid never 
have foughtinthe state had I known that l 
rendered myself iiable to a term of imprison- 
ment. Ihope to be able to leave the city 
tomorrow evening for Boston. I am in re- 
ceipt of a telegram from my people there 
stating that my mother is very sick and urging 
me to hurry.’’

Ac- 
companying the presideut will be Secretary 
Rusk, United States Marshal District of Co- 
lumbia Ransdeil and Private Secretary Tial- 
ford.

Philadelphia Will Get It. 

PHILADELPHIA, August 19.—The Public 
Ledger, tomcrrow, will say that A.J. Drexel 
has decided to greatly modify his scheme for 
the establishment of the Drexe!] Industrial in- 
stitute. It was originally intended to locate 
the school at Wayne, and provide accommo- 
dations for two hundred girl boarders and 
about four hundred day female scholars. <As 
this would remove the girls from home influ- 
e1ice, it has been decided to buy land within 
the city and establish the tndustrial school 
with afull corps of teachers. Accommoda- 
tions will be provided for 1,000 giris in the day 
time and athousend boys at night. The in- 
stitute will be free of all cost to students, and 
will probably be modeled aiter the Cooper in- 
stitute, New York. The expense of the new 
project wili be considerable. 
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Affairs at Johnstown. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., August 19.-It is now 
stated upon good authority that aboat all the 
money has been spent that had been guaran- 
teed to Governor Leaver for the prosecution of 
state work here. Such being the case. it is 
said that in a few days the state force will be 
withdrawn and Johnstown will then be left to 
shift foritself. The people are very much 
alarmed abeut the mattcr, as it is evident if 
the workmen are withdrawn now that very 
serious consequences may ensue. Two more 
dead bodies were taken out of cellars today.

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Liverpool Against Cotton Bagging. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., August 19.—[Special. ]— 
The president of the Charleston cotton 
exchange has received a letter from Peter 
Brown, president of the Liverpool cotton 
association limited, in which that official says: 

I have been instructed to intimate to the Ameri- 
ean exchange thatthis association condemns the 
nse of coiten bigging, and does not see its way to 
make any !ezisiation dealing with cotton so covered. 

As the Farmers Alliances in this state have 
already made arrangements for cotton 
covering for the coming crop, the situation 
looks aiarming. Most of the members of the 
Charleston exchange are out of the city, and 
no action has been taken as yet on the letter. 
It looks very much hke there will be trouble 
here as soon as the cotton movement begins. 
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Attempt to Wreck a Train. 

VINCENNES, Ind., August 19.—A most atro- 
cious attempt at train wrecking is reported on 
the new Evansville end Richmond railway, in 
the course of building through Elnora, about 
four miles out of Odon. Sone miscreants had 
placed a lot of rails upon the track with the 
intention of wrecking the first train that came 
along, but several persons of the town of Odon 
borrowed a hand car to go to Elnora on a visit, 
and were going along over the new railroad at a 
terrific rate when the car struck the obstruction, 
knocking the light structure into the air and 
throwing passengers in every direction. They 
were all wore or less injured. The attempted 
train-wrecking was thus averted.

EXCITEMENT IN SELMA 


OVER AN ARTICLE IN A COLORED 
NEWSPAPER 


PREDICTING A TERRIBLE RACE WAR 
In Which All the Southern Whites Would 


Be Killed and the Blacks Take Possession 
—The Editor Warned to Stay Away. 


DirMInGHAM, Ala., August 19.—An article 
in the Independent, a paper at Selma, Ala., 
edited by a colored preacher named Bryant, 
has created astir in Alabama. An editorial 
in the last issue abused the whites for various 
injustices against the colored race, concluding 
as follows: 

Were you (the whites) to leave this southland, in 
twenty yearsit would he oneof the grandest sec- 
tions of the globe. We would show you mossback 
crackers how torun @ country. You would never 
see convicts half starved, depriving bonest work- 
ingwen of an honest living, It is only a matter of 
time when throughout the whole state affairs will 
he changed, and I hope to your sorrow. We were 
never destined to always be servants, but to be all 
ike other races. We must have ourday. You now 
have your’s. You have had gcour revolutionary 
and civil wars, and we here predict that at no very 
distant day we willhave our race war, and we 
hope, as God intends, that we will be strong enough 
to wipe you out of existence, and hardly leave 
enough of you to tell the story. It is bound to 
come, and just such hot- headed cranks as the edi- 
tors of cur democratic jouruvals are just right set to 
hasten it. It is fate. 

The whites in Selma are taking steps to pre- 
vent Rev’ Mr. Bryant, who is now absent from 
the citv, from ever coming back, 

NO TROUBLE APPREHENDED. 

SermMa, Ala., August 19.—[Special.]—The 
reports of race troubles in Selma are much ex- 
aggerated. Some excitement has prevailed on 
account of an incendiary article which ap- 
peared in a negro weekly newspaper, but there 
were no developments whatever today beyond 
a citizens’ law and order meeting to consider 
measures to take legal methods to prosecute 
rhe offenders. 

Rev. Bryant (colored), who was supposed to 
be the author of the article, will publish in the 
Times-Mail in the morning a card stating that 
he was not the author’ does not approve of it, 
and that the negrocs do not wish and are not 
preparing for a race war. Conservative ne- 
groes repudiate the article in the negro paper. 
Selma is perfectly quiet tonight, and no 
trouble is anticipated. 


THEY PREFER DR. PORTER. 


Floridians Ask for a Revocation of the 
Order Transferring Dr. Porter. 

WASHINGTON, August 19.—An effort is mak- 
ing on the part of some of the people in Flor- 
ida to secure arevocation of the army order 
Metailing Surgeon Porter to proceed from 
Jacksonville, Fla., to Jackson barracks, La, 
“if his health would permit.’? Dr. Porter, on 
acsount of ill-health, is not held to active 
service, and is now awaiting retirement, the 
examining board having found him incapaci- 
tated by reason of heart trouble. He is state 
health ofiicer of Fiorida, and the peo 
ple there have great confidence in his ability 
to deal with any threatened epidemic 
of yellow fever. They are especially desirous 
that he should not be removed at this time, as 
he has had entire charge of the precautionary 
ineasures taken to prevent the reappearance 
of yellow fever this season. Mr. Geodrich, 
who was one of the republican candidates for 
congress from Florida in the last election, 
caine on here to present the matier to the de- 
pagtment, and it is said has obtained assurance 
from Secretary Proctor that Surgeon Porter 
will not be disturbed. Ithas been suggested 
that Surgeon Sternburg, whois now ing Cuba, 
might be detailod to proceed to Louisiana in 
place of Dr. Porter.

These resolutions were called forth by the 
incendiary editorial which appeared in the last 
issuc of the Selma Independent, the negroes’ 
paper, edited by Rev. Edward Bryant.

A Black Belle Suspected of Having Mur- 
dered Her Child.

THE END NOT YET. 


THE VETERANS ALLOW MR. MAHER 
TWO WEEKS LONGER 


TO PRODUCE EVIDENCE SHOWING 


That He Was Not a Deserter From the 
Confederate Army—The Conley-Maher 
Case and Other Veteran News. 


The Conley-Maher case was the bone of con- 
tention at last night’s meeting of the Coafed- 
erate Veterans’ association. 

And a right lively contest it was. 

But final action was deferred until a spe- 
cial meeting to be held two weeks hence. 

The readers of Tuer ConsTITuTION are 
familiar with the details of the charges of 
desertion €&0m the confederate army made by 
Mr. John L. Conley against Mr. M. E. Maher. 
The matter has been before the veterans’ 
association for several months past. 

Prior to the last meeting of the asso- 
ciation, a month ago, an_ investigation 
of the charges had been made by 
a committee appointed for that purpose. That 
committee cited both parties to the charge to 
appear before it with their evidence. Messrs. 
Conley and Maher both responded, and from 
the evidence addueed the committee prepared 
its report. 

The report failed to sustain the charges, but 
it was not adopted by the association. 

A great deal of discussion followed the in- 
troduction of the report of the investigating 
committee, and in order that the asscciation 
might try the case in commitiee of the whole, 
the report and all the documentary evidence 
connected with it was ordered printed and 
distributed among the members, who were to 
vote on the charge at last night’s meeting. 

Judge Calhoun, president of the association, 
was absent last night, and in his stead Captain 
H. H. Colquitt presided. The case hus ex 
cited intense interest among the members of 
the association, and when the meeting was 
opened last night the hall was 

PACKED WITH VETERANS. 

After reading the regular order of business 
Captain Colquitt explained the position of the 
association in regard to the charges against 
Mr. Maher. He stated that since the evidence 
accepted by the committee of the last meeting 
had been printed, there had been additional 
testimony adduced tosustain the charge agaiust 
Mr. Maher. 

That testimony was the affidaunits of Mr. 
William Forsyth and Mr. George Welch. 

It was on this additional evidence that the 
point which finally led toa postponement of ac- 
tion was made. 

‘‘Mr. Maher is present and desires to make a 
statement,’’ satd Colonel Reuben Arnold when 
the chairman had sat down. 

Mr, Arnold was urging that Mr. Maher be 
heard from first, when he.was interrupted by 
Ur. Amos Fox, who rose with a piece of 
paper in his band. 

“IT have a resolution here that will facilitate 
matters anddo away with the necessity of 
hearing from Mr. Maher or auybody else,’’ 
said he.

*ship in this association fn violation of article three, 
section one of the constitution of our association 
which provices “that those only shall be a- 
mitted to membership who Were honorably 
discharged by-parole or otherwise fromn the military 
service of the Confederate States, and; whercas, ac- 
cording to the ailidavits, said M. E. Maber was not 
so discharged from the military service.of the Con- 
federate States; be it, therefore, 

Resoived, That the right of membership of said 
M. E. Maher in the Confederate Veterans’ associa- 
tion of Fulton county be and the same-is hereby 
withdrawn and that his name be stricken from the 
roll of membership of this associat:on. 

After the reading of this resolution Mr. 
Maher, on being recognized by the chair, ad- 
vanced from the rear of the hall and taking 
his position in frontof the speaker's stand, 
proceeded with his statement. 

MR. MAMER’S STATEMENT. 

‘‘T want to make a plain, honest statement 
of my career as asoldier,’’ saidhe. ‘‘My record 
dates back to the 12th of December, 
1860. I was then a member. of a state 
company, the LaFayette artillery, of Charles- 
ton, South Carolina. While a member of that 
company, I went from Charleston to Wash- 
ington to demand separate state action. We 
were refused recognition. Then my company 
was ordered out on the citadel green. We 
were ordered totake Fort Moultrie, and we 
took possession of it. On the 27th of Decem- 
ber, 1860, myself and two others hoisted the 
first flag of the war on Fort Moultrie. The 
company was then, in a few months, moved to 
Cole's island. We were kept there until the 
confederate states were formed, and then or- 
dered into the confederate ser- 
vice. I served until I was detuiled 
and ordered to Augusta asa mechanic. I re- 
ported there and was at work there until At- 
lanta fell. I was at work # the Georgia 
railroad shops from the 22d of July, and was 
taken prisoner in August by the yankees while 
on the Flat Shoals road byauthority of a pass- 
port from the gonfederategovernment. I don’t 
recollect the,exact date, but it was some time 
in August. I was taken by federal authority 
and put into a stock car, carried to Chatta- 
nooga and put iuto a stock pen. From there 
I was taken to Nashville. My wife 
was forced to refugee, and sh wont 
to Nashville. While thereshe met® Con She- 
han and he told her that I was in prison in 
Chattanooga. She went there and prevailed 
on friends to have me turned loose when I got 
to Nashville. A inan named Smith states 
that. I didn’t know how I got loose till he 
made the statement. The provost marshal 
ordered that I’ be given the freedom of the 
city of Nashville. . 1 had been in the peniten- 
tiary. there, and when the _ provost 
marshal turned ine loose, all I 
had to do was to identify 
my wife and be identified by her. I had the 
freedom of the cily, but could not leaveit. It 
is said that I took the oath of allegiance. 

*There never was a falser statement on the 
earth than that, I have never taken it until 
today, and I never expect totakeit. When I 
was taken out of prison, being a blacksmith, 
and aman having to work for his living, I 
secured work wherever 1 would get 
it. Work was what I was after, 
for the maintenance of my family. 1 
worked in those shops, not knowing whose they 
were, but it turned out they. were under the 
control of the government. Who wouldn't 
work for the maintenance of his family. After 
working there awhile old man Lynch proposed 
to sell me a saloon oncredit. I boughtit and 
run it successfully. I came back to Atlanta 
just as soon as the gates were opened. I have 
always affiliated with the democracy, never 
yoted the republican ticket and never will, I 
don’t say anything to aggrandize myself, but 
ain telling you piain, honest facts.” 

_ AN APPEAL. 

Mr. Maher here made some reference to the 
propriety of bringing personal matters of this 
sort into the association, when Chairman Col 
quitt rapped him to order, ruling that he was 
out of order in touching on that part of the 
question. 

‘‘T appeal to the house on the decision of 
the chair,”’’ said Colonel Arnold, rising. ‘I 
think Mr. Maher has a perfect right to argue 
his case, and I ask the house to sustain him.”’ 

Colonel George T. Fry, also arose, appeal- 
ing to the association, anda general tumult 
ensued. The chair ruled that Colonel Fry 
was out of order and requested him to take his 
seat. 

‘‘T appeal to the house,’’ continued Mr. Fry. 

‘‘And I ask the house tojprotect the dignity 
of the chair.”’

Mr. Maher finally returned after Colonel 
Frv had resumed his seat, and after repeating 
the words that had brought him under the 
chairmain’s gavel, stated that he had closed 
his statement. 

“We are hereto act upon the report of the 
committee, together with any additional evi- 
dence,’ said the chairman, and after a general 
discussion Colonel Fry again rose to a point of 
order. 

“What is your point?” asked the chair, after 
Mr. Fry had spoken at some length. 

“What is it? I'll state that when I get 
ready and without dictation from tlie chair.” 

‘I can’t see your point,”’ continued Captain 
Colquitt, keeping up a continuous pounding 
with his mallet. 

“IT can’t help that. I am not here to put 
brains in the chair’s head.” 

‘Nor am I called to put tliem in yours,” re- 
plied Captain Colquitt.

and comments. Ile took up the case from its 
Inception, and was only partly through when 
Dr. Divine, seeing that there was no chance of 
settling the matter satisfactorily, offered a res- 
otution to postpone the vote on it till the next 
regular meeting. 

Colonel Fry amended by making the post- 
poneinent to a special meeting to be held two 
weeks from last night. The resolution was 
adopted by a vote of 40 to 38, and the meeting 
dropped the Conley-Maher case and took up 
its regular business, 

A prominent member of the association says 
thateMessrs. Conley and Maher will both 
dropped from the roll. If Mr. Maher is ex- 
pelled at the next meeting, Mr. Conley will 
be asked to resign. <A resolution, asking Mr. 
Conley to resign, was drawn up last night, and 
had action been taken on the charges against 
Mz.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOL FUND. 


It is Larger This Year Than Before--Cause 


of the Increase. 


Captain Furlow, of the comptroller general’s 
office, yesterday completed the public school 
statement, which shows that this year $490,- 
708.14 will be divided among the publie 
schools. 

This sum is derived from several sources. 
The show tax contributes $1,895.80; the®liquor 
tax $71,789.96; one-half the rental of the 
Western and Atlantic road gives $150,000. 
dividends from Georgia railroad stocks $2,046: 
the net hire of convicts amounts to $17,356; 
the fees of the inspectors of fertilizers gives 
$87,156.19, and the school appropriation act of 
1888 adds $165,000 to the fund. 

This is the first year that the act of 1888 has 
been in effect, and consequently the amount 
of money to be divided among the teachers is 
just the amount of the appropriation larger 
than it bas ever been before. 

The expenses to be deducted from the fund 
amount to $4,516.79, which leaves $456,191.35, 
to be divided. “92 

Captain Furlow will today turn thestatement 
over to School Cominissioner Hook. By him 
it will be apportioned out to each county ae- 
cording to the number of children of school 
age Which the returns show.. Each school 
commissioner is authorized to draw a draft on 
the comptroller ceneral’s ottice for the amount 
apportioned to his county. ‘These drafts are 
received as tax returns, and this arrangement 
obviates the necessity ancl expense of a jour- 
ney to Atlanta to receive the money.

WILL GOVERN THE STATE UNIVER- 
SITY APTER SEPTEMBER. 


The Howell Bill Was Passed Without Oppo 
sition—The Governor Will Sign 1t—How 
the New Board Will Be Constituted. 


The Howell bill, reducing the number of 
trustees of the state university, was passed by 
the senate yesterday without a dissenting vote. 

It is a significant fact that a measure which 
entirely recasts the governing board of the state 
university met absolutely no opposition in 
either branch of the general assembly. It was 
not even discussed, except in the committees 
to which it wasreferred. There the discussion 
was all aimed to perfect the bill and none to 
oppose it. 

It is striking preot.of the public desire for 
such a change that-a measure so radical, dis 
placing two-thirds of the board, after being 
fully published in the leading papers of the 
state and editorially discussed an dappoved by 
most of them, encountered absolately no oppo- 
sition. 

The bill, as introduced by Mr. Clark How- 
ell, provided for the election of twelve trus- 
tees by the people, but on its discussion by the 
sub-committee, of which he was chairman, it 
was concluded that the appointment by the 
governor as the executive head of the people, 
intimately acquainted with the necesvities of 
the university, would be better. 

That feature was adopted by the committee, 
and when the bill had gone to the senate Mr. 
Howell, after consultation with Hon. N. J. 
Hammond, adopted that gentleman’s suggos- 
tion that in addition to one trustes from each 
district and two from Athens, it would be weil 
to have five from the state at large, and as the 
Technological schoo! was by the law constitut- 
ing it entitled to representation in the yl 
sity board, the chairman of its board of tru 
tees should be one of the five at large. 

These new features Mr. Howell embodied 
in an amendment which was adopted by the 
general judiciary committee of the senate, 
who then unanimously agreel ona favorable 
report on the bill. The report was received 
yesterday and, as stated above, the bill passed 
withont dissent. 

There are forty-eight distinguished gentle- 
men now on the board, who are personally in- 
terested in this maasure. So far nonefof them 
have been heard to say a word against it. 
Many of them had been on the board for years, 
and would have been for life, but they have 
made no objection. 

The whole government of the university 
will be shifted within two weeks=+The gov- 
ernor is required to appoint the new board by 
the first of September, and if he signs the bill, 
as it is understood he will, the responsibility 
will be shifted by that time. 

The new board isto meet in Athens and 
organize on the third Monday in September, 
the opening day of the fall term. 

According to the new law it will incInde: 

Ten trustees from the congressional districts. 

Four from the state at large. é 

Hon. N. E. Harris, chairman Technological 
commission. 

Two trustees from Athens. 

# And the governor ex-ofticio member. 

Making eighteen members in all. 

Of the sixteen members to be appointed by 
the governor, four will be appointed for two 
vears, four for four years, four for six and four 
for cight years, so that the eight-year terms 
will expire Liennually, four attime. Tho ap- 
pointment of four trustees bien nually will 
keep up a rotation in the board.

Epirors Consrirurion: A few days ago 
your paper editorially ‘‘disapproved” the burning 
in effigy of Messrs. Buck and Lewis. That is your 
privilege. You further stated that it was led by a 
few impulsive people headed by two young men 
who were in the governntent service under the 
Gemocratic party, “naming them _personally.’’

Then there was one 
negro canceiling clerk and Gue negro porter, 
but neither put ata desk with a white lady. And 
futhermore, there has Leen twice that number of 
negroes in the post office under former res 
publican administrations and no complaint was 
ever made. Why? Because none wasever before 
put to work at the same desk witha white lady, It 
is thisthat causes such indignation, and not be- 
cause the negro was given aplace. Mr. C arkson 
favs ‘that forsix years a lady has been at the stamp 
window selling siamps to blacks as well as whiles,”’ 
and thus atiempts to justify Lewis in puttinga 
negro man in the only place in the post office where 
a white lady would haveto work atthe same desk 
withhim. Thisisabsurd. The stamp clerk ison 
the inside ofthe office and the public on the outside, 
aud the stamps are passed th rough a smail window, 
and she cones no more in contact 
with them than the Jady who stands behind the 
counter aud sells goods to all classes. That is quite 
another thing to putting a white lady and a negro 
man to work at the same table, side by side and 
face to fave, inthe same room where of necessity 
they would cften be left alone together. Ciarkson 
says “Postmaster Lewis did what was right,” 
Doubtless be dues think it right to attempt to force 
social equality between white ladies and negro 
men, but let me tell you, if he expects southern 
people to sit quietly and suffer such indignities 
heaped upon them by a set of carpet baggers they 
are wofully mistaken. Postmaster Lewis's conduct 
in this matter is an outrage to society, and no 
amount of whitewashing will ever wipcit out. 

Where 1 disposed to revive the parlor entertfin- 
ments aud episodes in Macon while Lewis was 
agent of rhe Freedman’s bureau, the church associ-

Georgia Leads the World. 

The magnitude of the railroad interest of 
this country is little realized. : 

It equals one-fourth the assessed value of 
all property in the United States, and is 
twenty-seven times as large as the whole 
property of Georgia. This is staggering to 
belief, but in the estimate allowance has 
been made for an increase of the taxable 
property of the country from sixteen to 
thirty billions since 1880. It is the greatest 
interest in this country, and its manage- 
ment requires machinery not much less im- 
posing than that of the government itself. 

And all of this has come about in fifty 
years. Two-thirds of it has come about 
since 1871, and half of it since the centen- 
nial. Now more than half the railroad 
mileage of the world is in the United States. 

Of these magnificent thoroughfares, the 
south has more than its share in proportion 
to population. The southwestern group of 
states has 30,000 miles—more than any 
group except the north central—and the 
south Atlantic group comes next with 18,000 
miles. 

And we are still gaining! In 1888 Geor- 
gia added 430 miles, or more than twice as 
much asthe whole of New England and 
only sixty-two miles less than New England 
and the middle states put together. The 
only states that came up to Georgia were 
Kansas afd California; all the rest were far 
behind. 

Georgia was the pioncer in railroad regu- 
lation, and she is leading everything east of 
the Mississippi in railroad building. The 
truth of the matter isthat the enlightened 
and progressive policy of the Georgia rail- 
road commission has impressed itself on the 
whole conntry, and its beneficent effects, 
first felt in Georgia, will extend to the 
whole gigantic business on which they 
threw so much light. 

Here is something that sustains the views 
of the Georgia commission: The intro- 
duction to Poor’s Manual for 1859 shows 
some interesting facts on the railroad situa- 
tion. One of them is that in New England, 
where the charge per passenger mile is 
lowest, the passenger receipts form the 
largest proportion of the whole income. 
There they are 404 per cent of the total re- 
ceipts, while in other parts of the country 
they are only 22 to 27 per cent. 

In freight the New England rates average 
acent and a half a ton-mile, which is 
higher than that of any section but the 
Pacific coast, where the average last year 
Wasacent and nine-tenths. The propor- 
tion of the New England freight earnings to 
the whole income was less than that of any 
other part of the country, the Pacific states 
being cnly a little better. 

The lowest freight rates averaging 81 to 
B3 hundredths of a cent per ton-mile, were 
in the middle and north central states, 
where the freight receipts were 67} to 714 
» per cent of the whele Income. The freight 
rate in the south Atlantic states was a cent 
and one-fifth per ton-mile, dr a mean be- 
tween the high rates of New England and 
the lowrates of the middle states. The 
rates of the northwest were higher than 
ours, and the southwestern rates lacked 
only a little of being ashigh as those of 
New England. Out of eight groups there 
were only three which had cheaper freights 
than the south Atlantic states. Inthe mat- 
ter of passenger fares, however, we beat 
the list of high rates, with an average of 


2.81 cents a mile, while New England foots | 


it with a two cent rate. 

The cost and capitalization of the roads 
are highest in the middle and lowest in the 
south Atlantic states. In the former the 
cost of road and equipment is $100,458, and 
in the latter $38,009 per mile. Thus, 
though operating expenses are higher in 
proportion to income in the south Atlantic 
states than elsewhere, the fixed charges are 
much less than elsewhere. The bonded 
debt, for instance, is lessthan one-third of 
that in the middle states. 

This leaves the southern roads in good 
Bhape with a prospect of becoming the 
most profitable in the country when this 
section is as thickly settled as the territory 
of other lines. 

Another interesting fact shown by Poor’s 
Mauual is that railroad rates are only thirty 
percent of what they were at the close of 
the war. Nearly three-fourths of the ex- 
pense of transportation has been cut off and 
billions of dollars have been saved to the 
shipper. It does not look like things were 
going tothe bad as fast as some people 
woukl have us believe. Cold facts are 
mighty wholesome to take along with the 
noise that is brayed unceasingly into the 
ears of the public. 


The University Trustees. 

‘r, Howell’s bill providing for the re- 
organization of the board of trustees of the 
state university, passed the senate yesterday 
by a unanimous vote, after having been 
so amended that, besides the thirteen 
trustees provided for In the bill, the goy- 
ernor shall also appoint four from thé state 
at large, and also that the chairman of the 
board of directors of the technological 
school shall be, ex officio, a member of the 
board of trustees of the university. 

This will. make the board of trustees 
consist of eighteen members, sixteen of 
whom are to be appointed by the governor, 
one from each congressional district, 
two from the city of Athens, and four from 
the state at large—ail to be confirmed by 
the senate. The governor and the chair - 
man of the board of directors of the tech- 
nological school, being, ex officio, members 
of the board, brings the list to eighteen in 
all. 

Governor Gordon will make the appoint- 
ments atan early day, and the new board 
will organize in Athens on the third Wed- 
nesday in September. On the character of

the new system, and it is, indeed, fortunate 
that a goyernor of the excellent judgement 


and firm determination of «General Gordon 
is to name the men wiio are to be intrusted 
with such an important work. 

Political influence should not be con- 
sidered in the make up of the néw board, 
which should be chosen with an eye single 
tothe particular fitness of the respective 
members for the all-important trust to be 
placed in their hands, | 

Governor Gordon is the man to meet the 
situation, and this very fact gives assurance 
that the new board will be composed of 
men eminently qualified to execute with 
credit to themselves, benefit: to the univer- 
sity and profit to the. state, the duties in- 
cumbent on their honorable offices. 


The Late Louis Arnheim, 

In the death of Louis Arnheim Georgia 
loses one of her most brilliant and useful 
sons. 

In his life was illustrated what our re- 
publican institutions really mean. He 
came to Americain 1868, a friendless and 
penniless boy. He began work as a_ pick- 


hand on the railroad. From this point—the 


duties of which Le assumed with cheerful 
heroism—he moved steadily up, until in the 
love and confidence of one of the best con- 
stituencies in Georgia, he was sont to the 
legislature. Once there, by singular clever- 
ness of statement, by brilliant quality of 
thought and speech, and by incorruptible 
integrity, he went rapidly to the leadership 
of the house. 

Louis Arnheim was honored all over this 


state, and beloved wherever he was person- 
ally known. 
great old commonwealth—sincerely mourns 


His adopted mother—this 


his untimely death. 


Georgia’s Progress. 

‘‘Leaving negroes and railroads out of 
the account,’’ remarks the Macon Tele- 
graph, ‘‘Georgiais still poorer by thirty or 
forty millions than she was before the war— 
if the tax returns can be trusted.”’ 

Well, the negroes cannot be taken into 
account, for they are no longer property. 
Their Jabor is to be taken into account, 
however, although it is probably not as 
valuable on the farm as it was in 1860, for 
the reason that it lacks discipline and organ- 
ization. 

But why not take the railroads into ac- 
count? They belong to the progress and 
development of the state. They areca defi- 
nite part of the property value of the com- 
monwealth. The'tax returns, so far as 
Georgia is concerned, are not by any means 
infailible, and it is certain that they do not 
represent the real value of property. outside 
the cities; but it seems to be certain, never- 
theless, that the rural regions have not kept 
pace, proportionately, with the towns. 

There are many reasons why this should 
be so, and yet the fact-is not to be taken as 
infallible evidence that the farmers are 
losing ground. THe CoNsTriTuTION has 
sliown, during the last ten years, by testi- 
mony both oral and written, that the pro- 
gress and develepment of the farming inter- 
ests of the state has been constant. 

If our tax laws were revised—if boards 
of assessors and appraisers were established 
in the counties—a very different showing 
would be made in the comptroller’s office. 
An attempt has been made before several 
legislatures to reform our tax laws, but no 
progress has been made in that direction, 
norisit likelv that any will be made for 
some time to come. 

Meanwhile, we advise capitalists and in- 
vestors to keep their eyes on Georgia!

The Special Committee Aiakes Its Report of 
the Money Spent for Help—Shade Trees 
to Be Cut Away—An Ordinance Repealed.

The petition 
was accompanied by a resolution drawn by 
Colonel Thomson, of the company, andjas the 
clerk finished reading the prayer Colonel 
Thomson stepped forward. A motion to sus- 
pend the rules was made and the attorney ex- 
tending his hand said: 

‘‘Mr. Clerk give me those papers, please.”’ 

The batch of papers was handed the attor-— 
ney. Opening them he read a legal locking 
document giving the Fulton County Street 
Railway company the right to condemn the 
tracks of the Union Street Railway company 
on Peachtree between Luckie and Houston,

Felton, of Bartow, Speaks. 
Thero was a three hour session of the house 


‘yesterday, adjournment at twelve being had”

Upon motion two committees were appointed 
in.the house to take appropriate action—one 
to drafta memorial and the other to confer 
with the relatives of Mr. Arnheim in reference 
to the funeral arrangements. 

The memorial committee consisted of 
Messrs. Glenn, Harrell, of Webster; Gordon, 
Berner, Felton, Calvin, and Sims, of Lincoln.

mast.in honor of the dead. 
THE DAY’S BUSINESS. 

The ninth and tenth sections were adopted 
without a single amendment. 

The eleventh section was amended by add- 
ing at the end the words, ‘and shall not sub- 
let said road, or any part thereof, to any com- 
pany, corporation or party.”’ 

This was originally introduced by Mr. Cand- 
ler, of DeKalb. 

When the amendment was reached yester— 
day Mr. Candler withdrew it. 

Mr. Glenn, of Whitfield, then renewed it, 
It was adopted by a small majority. 

A motion to reconsider will probably be 
made today. 

Mr. Hand, of Mitchell, then proposed to add 
atthe end of the amended section the words 
“nor shall any sharesin said lease be sold or 
transferred soasto defeat or lessen competi- 
tion or encourage monopoly,’’ so that the sec- 
tion as anended would read as follows: 

“Section 2, That said lessee or lessees shall be 
required to pay all taxes and assessments upon the 

roperty of this state in the state of Tennessee; and 
n Georgia upon all property owned or controlled 
by them notreceived t:om the state.and such 
fur:! eg taxes upon their incore asis now paid by 
the Central Railroad and Panking company, and 
shall not sub-let said road, or any part thereof, to 
any other company, corporation or pariy. Nor 
shall any shaves in said lease be sold or transferred go as 
to iceson compeiition or encourage monopoly,.”’ 

Dr. Felton was the first to speak in opposi- 
tion to this amendment. 

DR. FELTON’S SPEECH. 

“it docs seem to ni,’’ said he, “that 
this would be legislating inst 
the lease of the Western 
lautic railroad. I hope the amendment will 
nit be adopted. It is nothing more nor less, 
Mr. Chairman, than an injection of the Olive 
biil into this lease act—an injection of the very 
worst features of the Olive bill—an injection of 
those very features that were objected to by a 
large majority of the railroad committee. I 
do not believe, sir, that the house wi!l put in 
such a restriction as this to embarrass the 
operation of the lease act. I donot know what 
purpose the author of the ainendment had in 
intreducing it, but that its effect will be to 
cumber and embarrass’ the lease act 
is certain. I have noticed from the 
beginning of this  discussion—I impugn 
no man’s motives, to restrict and em- 
barrass this lease measure and put the road at 
the disposal of the Louisville and Nashville. 
The object and purpose of these gentlemen 
has heen to limit the bidding to the Louisville 
and Nashville syndicate. 

“What, Mr. Chairman, has Georgia to fear 
from railroad monopoly’ Here is the railroad 
commission to guard her rights. Itis repeated 
here that the commission hasno power to regu- 
late the freight that comes into Georgia from 
the outside, nor the freight that comes into 
Georgia froin outside points. Neither, sir, has 
the general assembly any such power. The 
one is as helpless as the other, whore the inter- 
state commerce law of the nation applies. 

“Ent in Georgia we have the railroad com- 
mission to prevent monopoly and extortion. 
Reflect carefully before you vote for this 
amendment, and don’t ruin the outlook for 
this Jease by sentimental legislation. This, 
sir, is nothing but sentimental legislation. Let 
usact like business men, throwing this lease 
open tothe world. I want to say here with 
emphasis, sir, and I wish to have it’ remem- 
bered, that if you pass this amend- 
ment you exclude one railroad and probable 
bidder from the right to bid for this lease. It 
would be just as relevant and just as sensible 
to amend this section and provide that the 
lessees shall obey the laws of Georgia. Would 
this be wise? Of course they are expected to 
obey the laws, and if they did not obey they 
would be held responsible in vur courts, Isee 
no reason—I see no sense—in legislation than 
can have no practical effect, but to clog and 
embarrass this lease-act.’’ 

“I would like toask,’”’ said Mr. Hand, of 
Mitchell, rising, ‘if there is any law now to pre- 
vent an individual stockholder in one corpora- 
tion f rom buying up stock in another corpora- 
tion ?”’ 

‘‘No,”’ said Dr. Felton, “and inthis free 
country and in this age of civilization, it seems 
a strange proposition to me that a citizen shall 
not invest his money in railroad stock. That 
is saying to business men, ‘You can invest 


your money in A or B, but you cannot invest. . 


itinC. You can invest your money in gun- 
powder or dynamite, but you can’t invest it in 
railroad stock. That is the spirit of com- 
munism. This is a free land. Commerce 
is free, and no vote of mine shall ever he!p to 
restract it. The old lease act forbids one rail- 
road corporation owning or controlling shares 
inthe Western and Atlantic, and yet it was 
only a few years until the road was under the 
management of the Louisville and Nashville. 
‘Ah,’ you say, ‘that was not a competing line.’ 
‘Competing line.’ Mr. Chairman—That is the 
favorite expression. What, sir, was one of the 
first demands of the Louisville and Naghville— 
this non-competing line upon the people of 
Georgia? They demanded of the Western and 
Atlantic, or demanded of its pres- 
ident, Governor Brown, that the West 
ern and Atlantic shonld clarge three 
cents per hundred more from Cincinnati 
than from Louisvilie. They gave as an expla- 
nation, or excuse, that they had built a new 
bridge at Louisville, and that they had to pay 
for it by this extortion. ‘Do so,’ said they, 
‘or the western traffic shail be turned aside 
from the Western and Atlantic.’ And 
yet you talk about monopoly! You 
are throwing this bid into the hands 
of the samo extortionate, insolent cor- 
poration. Don’t adopt this resolution. I am 
sorry that the resolution was adopted just now, 
and when this matter goes back to the house I 
shall call for the yeas and nays on that 
amendment, Don’t, at the bidding 
of ibig giant monupoly, turn the West- 
ern and Atlantic over to the Louis— 
ville and Nashville, and at their 
own terms. ‘That, Mr. Chairman, is the pur- 
po-e of this amendment.” 

MR. GLENN, OF WHITFIELD, 
follewed Mr. Felton. 

“I call your attention to the fact,’ said he, 
‘‘that we are not discussing to whom we shail 
lease, nor the terms on which we shaiblease, 
nor are we trying to restrict this, that or the 
other corporation from bidding, but we are 
trving to lay down a constitutional policy that 

oes into effect after the lease is made. 
Ve are trying to guard against future 
monopoly and the crippling of competition. 
Bat even if the amendiment did have the effect 
that the gentleman from Bartow would 
have you believe, there is a 
dim memory in my mind of 
a certain meeting of the Western and Atlantic 
committee not long ago, when that same gen- 
tleman eulogized eloquently this same Louis- 
ville and Nashville and fervently urged that 
this same insolent and extortionate monopoly 
would secure the lease.”’ 

“I said then and say now,” corrected Dr, 
Felton, “that if the Louisville and Nashviile 
bid one dollar more than any other corpora- 
tion, the bids being open to the world, I shall 
be satisfied to see them have it.” 

“Yet this,” said Mr. Glenn, “is the corpora- 
tion that he has just denounced as insolent 
and extortiouate.’’ 

“Will you. explain,’ said Dr. Felton, “this 
discriminating extortion of three cents per 
hundred I have just referred to, and what rea- 
son can you show why they sheuld not, if the 
road goes to them, threttie campetitignn end 
euforce such acinands?”’ 

‘*Those are all faise issues,” said Mr. Glenn. 
*“*T am not trying to defend the Louisville and 
Nashville. Such a proceeding was wrong, 
and such is bound to be the effect of the policy 
of the gentleman from Bartow. At that time 
they could make their demands without fear of

“But the same objection applies there,”’ said

“The gentlemen say,’’ continued Mr. 
Rankin, “that they dread the Louisville and 
Nasliville on one hand, and the West Point 
Terminal company on the other hand.
